“ The Honor System” is the name 
given to the practice of conducting 
examinations, not under the sur­ 
veillance of proctors or of members 
of the teaching force of the school 
or college where it prevails, but 
under the self-direction 
of the 
pupils themselves, depending for 
the prevention of cheating not on 
the watchful eyes of officer* sot to 
Affect it, but upon the honorable 
esprit de corps of the young men 
or boys who are undergoing the 
urinal. 
The system 
of 
super 
intending proctors has always and 
everywhere proved ineffectual. 
If 
those who take the examinations 
are expected to cheat, and watchers 
are set to prevent them, the more 
adventurous and 
less 
sensitive 
among them, the lazy men wtlo 
are sharp-witted and those who 
regard »*xaminations 
as 
a more 
official inquisitorial process at best, 
invented for their discomfort, feel 
that a sort (!>( challenge has been 
flung out to them to circumvent 
their academic masters if they can, 
accept the battle of wits, and cheat

The system

Princeton during the session of 
1892-3—adopted by the authorities 
of the university at the request of 
the undergraduates. 
The circum 
stances illustrated in a most in 
teresting way the constitution and 
life of the place. 
Student life has 
there long been dominated by the 
opinion, what may very correctly 
be called the public opinion, of 
the undergraduate body, in which 
each of the four classes has always 
had a very complete and efficient 
organization under officers of its 
own, and has always served as an 
organ of opinion and action. 
The 
senior class is looked to for guid­ 
ance. 
Its leading spirits are the 
governors of the little community. 
Members of the classes of 1893 and 
189*1, knowing what had long been 
the feeling and conviction of every 
thoughtful student about cheating 
in examinations, and being of a 
temper to remove all reproach 
from the Alma Mater they loved, 
took steps, by mass meeting, to in­ 
clude that matter also within the 
scope of their self-government; and 
the authorities of the university 
gladly put it in their hands, with 
a confidence of the result which 
has been abundantly justified by 
the history of the years which have 
since 
elapsed. 
Cheating in 
ex­ 
aminations has been utterly stamp­ 
ed out. 
But Princeton was by no means 
the first to purify her life by 
means of the system, and in other 
places where it has existed through 
several generations, as, notably, at 
the University of Virginia, there 
is no class organization for it to j 
rest upon. 
Once established, the 
system 
itself quicken.- the 
community 
feeling and 
tends 
greatly 
t o 
increase not only the sense of or- 


It is noteworthy how such self- 
regulation, when once undertaken, 
begins to effect other things, how 
the sense of maturity abd of manly 
responsibility is at once extended 
to other particulars of action. 
The 
result at Princeton, to speak only 
of the place I know best, has been 
to change the whole relation of 
fa c u lty and students; to make the 
under-graduates in 
all 
matters 
relating to discipline more candid, 
more straightforward, as well as 
more self-critical, and to extend, 
insensibly but very steadily, the 
catalogue of things regulated by 
opinion, not by authority. 
Teach 
ere and students now deal with 
each other with mutual respect 
and confidence, and the Faculty is 
as anxious as the students to put 
every possible matter of conduct 
under the 
watchful supervision, 
not of officers of discipline, hut of 
the leading spirit of the upper 
classes, with whom lies the making 
of opinion. 
This must 
he the 
effect 
everywhere; 
but 
student 
opinion cannot make these con­ 
quests unless it first create a gen­ 
uine community feeling and origi­ 
nate the first steps of self-govern­ 
ment on it own initiative.— New 
York Times.

The first week of the Fair bas 
been a huge success; on Thursday, 
Dallas day, 65,000 persons passed 
through the turnstiles. 
The dis­ 
play of manufactured goods in the 
superb Exposition building and 
other parte of the grounds was ex­ 
ceptionally fine, and called forth 
the most flattering eulogies from 
all. 
Indeed, the exhibits were a 
revelation to visitors from other 
states, demonstrating in the most 
effective manner the astonishing 
progress which the “ Lone Star” 
State is making in the commercial 
uplifting of the great Southwest. 
The usual 
monstrosities 
and 
other attractions of the “ Pike'’ 
came in for their full quota of 
support, and one did not need to 
hesitate patronizing the Igqorrotes, 
“Creation,” Katzenjammer Castle, 
“The Missing Link,” “ Beautiful 
Bagdad,” and others of their kind 
inasmuch as the glib gentlemen 
who exercised their elocutionary 
powers in front of their respective 
booths always assured his hearers 
that he would refund their money 
if dissatisfied. 
The “ Bump the 
Bumps” and the “ Figure 8” proved 
to be aa effective a liver stimulator 
as a ride on 
a “ broncho” pony. 
Miss Tottie Limejutce, and others 
of her kind, did a roaring business, 
especially among the fair sex, and 
were prepared to foretell the mys­ 
teries of the future life, give a de­ 
scription of a future wife or hus­ 
band—even to the color of their 
hair—and unblushingly 
estimate 
the number of 
olive branches 
which would grace their hymeneal 
state—all for ten cents! 
Horse 
running, trotting, 
and 
steeple­ 
chasing drew enormous crowds, 
and numerous bauds of music en­ 
livened the proceedings every day. 
The exhibition of 
cattle was 
rather disappointing, the short­ 
horns being poorly 
represented 
both in numbers and quality, gen­ 
erally, and the Herefords were 
conspicuous by their total absence. 
However, the Red Polls showed up 
in strong force, and we were pleased 
to'see Howell Bros.’ herd, of Bryan, 
make such a fine showing. 
They 
were [awarded numerous 
premi­ 
ums, “Dr. Corporal,” their splen­ 
did aged bull, not only gaining 
first in his class, but was awarded 
the sweepstakes prize for the best 
bull, any age. 
The swine exhibit was a credit 
to the State, and proved conclu­ 
sively that Texas does not need to 
fear any other state in tho quality 
of her porkers; animals which had 
gained premier prizes at the north­ 
ern state fairs and the W orld’s 
fair were brought here to compete 
with Texas swine, and in several 
instances were placed secbnd or 
third. 
About 770 head were on 
exhibition and the quality was of 
a high order. 
The Poland Chinas 
were much in evidence, no less 
than 343 animals being on exhibi­ 
tion. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday a 
stock judging contest took place 
under the auspices of the Fair As­ 
sociation and the Texas Swine 
Breeders’ 
Association 
who con­ 
tributed $100.00 and $50.00 re­ 
spectively as prizes. Cadets Yakey, 
W right, Loving and Ashton and 
Messrs. Church and Boyce of the 
A. & M. took part in the contest, 
and while all substantiated their 


decisions in a satisfactory manner 


some were more fortunate in their 
placings. Prof. Marshall is making 


great efforts to produce a fin n in g 
team at the Chicago International, 
and no stone is to be left u rf limed 
to bring 
the 
$500 trophy into 
Texas. The contest at Dallas made 
excellent practice for the above 
important event.
